THE deposition of the King of Buganda because he was “ not 
* prepared to co-operate loyally with Her Majesty’s Government” 


is an act of dictatorship. 


It involves a man described by The Times as “no ordinary petty chief- 
tain (but) the ruler of a quarter of Uganda and a kingdom: which can justly 
claim to have been the largest and best organised in pugan Africa.” ‘The Kabaka 


himself is a Christian. 
The statement put out by Sir Andrew 
Cohen, the Governor of Uganda, says : 


“The decisions of her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment relate to a request that a time 
schedule should be set for the independence 
of Buganda within’ the Commonwealth 
which, as the Kabaka himself has made 
clear, would involve the separation of 
Buganda from the rest of the protectorate. 


’ This, apart from being contrary ta the 
stated policy of her Majesty’s Government 
of developing the Protectorate as a whole 
as a unitary State, would be a retrograde 
step, as by breaking the Protectorate into 
two parts it would gravely interfere with 
its progress and the advancement of ils 
people, including the Baganda” (the people 
of Buganda).

This makes it clear that the King has been | 


sacked because he refused to go along with 
the British Government's plan for the creation 
of a centralised administration in Uganda. 


The shrinking of  Britnin's — erstwhile 
tuirkets in other parts of the world have 


compelled the Government towards ua 
increasingly ruthless policy of colonial 
exploitation, 


Where there is local willingness to support 
this intensified imperialism the administration 
is pleased to hand out bounties. Where there 
is reluctance, pressure is brought to bear; 
where there is refusal, the use of troops, 
suspension of constitutions and now the 
deportation of traditional rulers ig the answer 
of the " civilising” power. 

The present crisis in Buganda is the out- 
come ol plans to make changes in the Legisla- 
tive pattern of all Uganda, designed to create 
& uniary state for the more effective control 
of the populstion and exploitation of resourses, 


Last February a report on an inquiry jnto 
local government in the area (° The Waltis 
Report") was published. It said: 

* There is scarcely any feeling yet among 
Africans for Uganda as a unified coutry 
with a sense of common fnterest or purpore 
.. . if pressed they would usually talk of a 
federation of native states.”

Discuss East-West 
talks, not defence plans 
at Bermuda 


4AONCENTRATE on the impravement of 
“-’ East-West relations, not on strengthening 
Western detence. 

This call was made to Mr. Churchill on the 
eve of hes departure for the Hermuda Con- 
ference in a letter sent ta Downing Strect by 
the Peace Pledge Union. 

While believing that the Prime Minister 
shared their conviction that international 
problems could not be solved by war, the 
PPO said that they felt bound to express their 
very grave concern at whal appeared to be 
the underlying purpose of the Bermuda ‘Talks, 

“Ir the representatives of (ho Westeru 

Powers are meeting only to discuss their 

own differences with a view to strengthening 

their own defence plans, it may well be ihat 

Bermuda will mack a fatel tun in Inter- 

national relations dusatead of being w step 

fowards peace.” 

The letter urged a sympathetic re-examina- 
tion of the Soviet view paint, and cousidcra- 
tian of a peaceful solation of tha German 
problem.

The Chief of the Fodaral 
Civil Defence Administration, Val Petersen, 
has commented that “ Nerve gas ised by an 
enemy with maximum efliciency could be 
deadlier than tha atom bomb." Tt might con- 
celyably not be used in that way, however: 
the US Civil Defence authorities have recently 
completed a atudy which shows ihat “OR 
released from a half-gallon container in the 
House of Representatives would kill everyans 
in the Chaniber.” 

What is to be done about it? Gas niasks, 
atropine syringes ta provide an antidete, and, 
of course, saya Collier's, the develapment af 
retaliatory power.

MHI, Harry Dexter White business is 

likely to prove a matter of very 
great importance for the future of 
America. 

What is being decided now is whether 
or not the Congressional elections next 
year are to be fought, to use Mr. 
Truman’s eloquent words on McCarthy- 
ism, on the basis of the horrible cancer 
that grows on “the spread of fear and the 
destruction of faith” in society. 


The struggle has been pushed forward to a 
further phase by Senator McCarthy's success- 
fully enforced demand that he should be 
given facilities on the radio and television 
service to reply to Mr, ‘Fruman. 


this was enforced under a threat that the 
Federal Communications system would be 
called upon to bring te account those 
conipanies refusing. 

‘the speech that was delivered was not of 
course a defence of McCarthyisin but a com- 
bination of abuse and threats levelled at those 
who resist it. 

ft is very evident that President Bisenhower 
hoped that this matter would subside ; it is 
equally evident that) the =omore — malign 
elements in the Republican Party, which now 
appear to be in the ascendant, are resolved 
that it shall not. Should these elements prove 
fo be victorious in an election fought on the 
grounds of which the White case has become 
the symbol there will be, for the rest of the 
world, fittle to choose between Russian and 
American political practice. 


It has become clear that it waa a great 
misfortune for the world that a_ professional 
soldier was appointed to the United States 
Presidency. 

That Mr. Eisenhower is a man of decent 
instincts, a man whom people can “ like,” is 
evident, but it is not enough. He is obviously 
alo sea in the political domain and can thus 
be held in leading-strings by the Party 
managers and the bellicose membera of the 
Republican Party who are not at all people 
who can be “liked.” 


We had an early indication of this weakness 
during the presidential election when Mr. 
Hiacnhower, under Party pressure, cut from his 
speeches appreciative references to General 
Marshall, to whom he owed a great deal. 

This was a particularly inglorious submis- 

‘ sion, and the President has not been guilty 
since his election of anything quite so 
shameful. 


His handling of the attempt to subpcena 
Mr, Truman, however, has revealed a different 
kind of incapacity. He remarked that he 
himself would not have taken the step of 
issuing such a subpcena, and this was the 
“tke" who is “liked” speaking. It was, 
nevertheless, quite evident that he had no 
inkling that what was involved here was an 
attempt at a radical breach of the constitu- 
tional requirement that there should be a com- 
lete separation of powers ay between the 
Presidency and the two Houses. 


It is thus apparent that the President had 
to start from scratch in learning the elements 
of politics and that he has not yet gat very 
far. This, added to the Jack of moral stamina 
revealed by the Marshall incident makes him 
rather casy game for the hard-boiled poli- 
ticians of his Party. 


The extension of the Republican power in 
the USA will be a catastrophe comparable 
to that of the establishment of single-party 
totalitarianism in Russia. Tt will have many 
of the worst characteristics of the Russian 
and Nazi tofalitarianisms, for the followers of 
Knowland, McCarthy, Jenner and Velde and 
the rest work on the same principle as do 
the Communists: they find a term of con- 
demnation that is widely accepted as auch, 
and then puppies all their opponents by 
applying this blackening term to them. 


With the Communists the term is Fascism ; 
with the dominant wing of the Republican 
Party the term is Communism. And the sup- 
porters of every liberal idea, of every con- 
ception that is in conflict with capitalist 
interests, and all who dislike the McCarthy- 
Jenner-Velde method of opposing Commun- 
ism are to he liquidated ie the Commun- 
ist Jabel. 


We are witnessing in America the biggest 
aliack on the political conceptions of the 
free world since Hitler succeeded in his 
attack in 1933. President Eisenhower is a 
dangerous handicap to the forces resisting 
that attack. If he stays in the Presidency he 
is likely to be used as a tool for the destruc- 
lion of the values he claims to hold dear. 

It is In the power of the President to per- 
form, « powerful political act, a great service 
for the Free World. This would be to resign 
his office as a protest against the path along 
which his Party is taking him. 


Bermuda and Berlin 
P AST weck we said that the main item on 
*4 the ugenda at Hermuda was likely to be 
the rearmament of Germany, either inside or 
outside the European Defence Community. 

The latest Russian note has changed the 
sitiation. Now the main subject of discussion 
will inevitably be the basis upon which those 
meeting at Bermuda will later on (probably 
in fate January) meet the Russians, at Berlin 
if their proposal is accepted. 

The Russian Note has had one 
and obvious consequence. 

The USA has in recent months been as little 
anxious for a mecting as Russia. As it 
has been Russia that has seemed to be 
demanding formal pre-conditions for a meet- 
ing the State Department has not had to 
disclose its own lack of willingness. The dis- 
may displayed in Washington on the receipt 
of Russia’s Note and the immediate search 
for motives that might discredit it shows that 
the US Government has a preference for cold 
war as against negotiations. 


Dangers and safeguards 


There is, of course, a danger in the mere 
undertaking of a parley between antagonists ; 
if the talks end in a complete breakdown the 
situation becomes worse than before. 

There is on this occasion, however, a 
certain safeguard to be found in the fact that 
neither side is likely to be looking for any 
revolutionary change trom the status quo 
certainly not in Europe. 

The stalemate position that has arisen in the 
development of atomic and hydrogen weapons 
dominates the situation; and as we have 
remarked before, there is now a disposition 
on both sides to “let sleeping dogs lie ’ where 
the consequences of disturbing them cannot 
be calculated, 


Sir Winston’s opportunity 


Certainly pacifists will not anticipate that 
any great and lasting good can come from a 
meeting of the representatives of four Powers 
jealously regarding each other on the basis of 
power politics. All we can hope for is, as 
The Observer has remarked, that the Four- 
Power meeting may “ begin the long and slow 
process of learning to live in mutual tolerance 
that the atomic age necessitates.” 

At the Bermuda Conference and also at the 
Four-Power Conference the position — of 
Britain’s representative will be of exceptional 
Importance. 

In the first place, the Russian proposal 
places the situation roughly where Sir Winston 
Churchill suggested it should be in his speech 
last May before his illness. 

He has a special responsibility to sce that 
it is brought to some kind of fruition. 

Then M. Laniel’s situation is so precarious 
as the representative of the French that it 
will hardly be possible for him to take any 
vigorous initiative. 

The prospect of any hopeful move, there- 
fore, lies with Sir Winston: and, whether or 
hot it is decided that the question of China 
and a Five-Power Conference to succeed the 
Four-Power Conference can have an early 
place on the agenda, we hope that he will 
place a good deal of emphasis on the fact

that US policy towards China cannot be 
reconciled with the British attitude. 
Survival on sufferance

~ added timeliness to a conference held 
in New York over the weekend to which I 
shall devote this letter. 


It was a conference on “ Anti-Americanism 
in Europe” held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel 
under the auspiccs of The American Com- 
mittee for Cultural Freedom. 


This is the group who were pro-war liberals 
during the Roosevelt regime, supporters of 
the New Deal and later the Truman Fair 
Beal, and who now provide the intellectual 
front for the anti-Communist campaign within 
the US and for suppport—sometimes “ criti- 
cal"-~of US foreign policy. They are, of 
course, troubled by the excesses of McCarthy- 
ism and similar phenomena. 


One of the main claims of the American 
Committee for Cultural Freedom is that it is 
“the principal American organisation of 
writers, artists, scientists and educators work- 
ing to awaken their European and Asiatic 
counterparts to the dangers inherent in the 
neutralist position,” 


Labour's spokesman 


Jt will interest Peace News readers, in this 
context, to know that probably the bitterest 
criticism) pronounced at the conference was 
aimed at the British New Statesman and 
Nation, though its famous literary critic, V. S. 
Pritchett, was an important—and witly—mem- 
ber of the panel. 


The speakers also included top-rank Ameri- 
can literary critica such as Robert Gorham 
Davis, Lionel ‘Trilling, Peter Viereck and 
Leslic Fiedler; alsa August Heckscher, chief 
editorial writer of the very influential New 
York Herald-Tribune, and two British MPs, 
Austen Albu (Labour, Edmonton) and William 
Deedes (Conservative, Ashford), both of whom 
made lively and vital contributions to the dis- 
cussions, 


In presenting the picture of the reasons for 
anti-Americanism in Europe, four main points 
were brought out. 


One had to do with American wealth and 
economic power and advantage. Someone 
mentioned a comparison between the pay of 
an American top sergeant and a European 
colonel. Mr. Deedes remarked: “No one 
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Defence Community in its present form recciv- 
ing the approval of any French Parliament. 
Little chance indeed of the Bonn and Paris 
Agreements ever being ratified, since the con- 
ditions regarded as essential by a majority of 
deputies are not likely to be fulfilled, con- 
cerned as they are with British participation 
in EDC and an agreement with Western 
Germany on the future of the Saar. 

Secondly, though M. Laniel is free to go to 
Bermuda, he has no mandate which will 
enutle him to commit France to what appears 
to be the main purpose of the conference. 

The Western Powers can hardly avoid, in 
view of the latest Seviet Note, consideration 
of a subsequent meeting of the four Foreign 
Secretaries, but Sir Winston Churchill has 
made it plain that so far as he is concerned 
the purpose of the Bermuda conference is 
strengthening Western defence. 

This would indicate a determination on the 
part of the Western Powers to pursue the 
illogical and fatal policy of negotiation from 
strength. 

tlence the significance of the debate in the 
French Chamber, for if Churchill and Eisen- 
hower give full value to the only contribution 
which Lantel has any right to make, they 
must realise that however strong their desire 
to pursue the ere plan of Western defence, 
that has now become impossible. 

It is to be hoped that no time will be 
wasted at Bermuda on the attempt to find an 
alternative to EDC, but that the Western 
leaders will accept the facts and abandon any 
attempt to coerce either France or’ Germany 
into the Western system. 

Here is a fresh opportunity to find a peace- 
ful solution of the German problem along the 
lines of the reunification of Germany, based 
upon a neutrality which would prevent her 
either being linked with the Western Powers 
or becoming a satellite of Russia. 

Such a purpose would open the way for a 
successful meeting of the four Foreign 
Ministers, leading to a Five-Power conference, 
and to the substitution of real negotiation for 
the attempt to dictate terms. 


The bases 


MPHERE ig a noteworthy fact to be observed 
about last weeks vote at UN on the 
Russian proposals regarding disarmament. 

In the course of the discussion Mr. Selwyn 
Lloyd had denied that the American overseas 
bases could have anything other than a defen- 
sive objective and had claimed that cach of 
the bases “brings many advantages to the 
host country by assisting its economy, by 
aiding its technical development and, above 
all by increasing its capacity to defend itself.” 
There was nevertheless a significant difference 
in the vote cast in the Political Committee on 
this issue as compared with the other aspects 
of the Russian resolution. 

On the paragraph relating to the prohibita- 
lion of atomic and hydrogen bombs the vote 
“for” was the usual “iron curtain” five. 
On the paragraph containing the proposal for 
an allround one-third reduction ae armaments 
it was the same. 

On a paragraph, however, which stated 
that the establishment of military bases over- 
seas increases the threat of war and under- 
mines national sovereignty the number of 
votes for the proposition rose to twelve, which, 


enjoys being in a bread line a long time even

A second factor was, of coursc, the tremen- 
dous shift in the balance of power in 
America’s favour which has occurred. The 
peoples and governments of Europe, including 
Britain, “no longer have power to make final 
decisions in the world,” not even decisions 
as to whether or not they shall be involved 
in war. Naturally, the first-rate powers of yes- 
terday do not easily resign themselves to being 
replaced by another.

Much remains to be done yet with the ideas 
which Wellock puts forward, but it is 
axiomatic in his progranime that the farther 
thinking and practice will be done by the 
would-be revolutionaries themselves, 

He has started a process which Berdyaev 
called “ molecular -taking part in’ it means 
getting hold of the vision, after that you're on 
your own, 

“One man's blue-prints may be another 
man’s prison-house,” he says. “ Whole men 
must needs produce their own blue-prints, and 
each local community its own social pro- 
pramme. One of our main tasks is to free the 
human spirit, the imagination of the common 
man, from the bondage of conformity, and to 
train the people for vocational living.” 

Favourably-disposed reviewers will advise 
their readers to pet and read the literature 
they review. It is my hope that individuals 
and groups of all kinds will not only read the 
Orchard Lea Papers, but will study them 
together, deeply and then---go to work.

A STUDY OF EAST AND WEST 


AM elad that the Soviet Government has agreed to a Four Power 
fonferenee and has made the suggestion that it should be held in 


Berlin 
And nobody will be more pleased

T have just returned from a fortnight in 
Berlin and a week's visit to East Germany.

Today West Berlin is looking brighter. The 
ring of course are soll there but life has 
become more like a western city, the people 
on the streets are much better dressed, there 
is more colour, the shops in the mutin strects 
have more goods to sell, there are pictures and 
neon lights and trams and buses. ; 

{t is cight years since the war and its grim 
memories are fading. 

There [so an enormous amount of new 
building, new bouses and old houses patched 
up and renevated, und there are the big new 
stores and the banks. But much of the 
economic recovery Is superticial. 

There are at least 300,000 unemployed, not 
the ragged, hungry-looking unemployed, but 
the clean respectable-looking uneraployed just 
existing on pensions and doles, showing their 
unemployment cards at certain hours in trams 
and buses in order to get cheaper fares, keep- 
ing wa careful eye on the shops and the markets, 
on the prices of food because they must be 
careful with every pfennig. 

THE RESPECTABLE UNEMPLOYED 

Most of these unemployed will never get 
regular jobs again. Berlin was the capital 
city, the acat of administrative government, the 
headquarters of business enterprises which 
have disappeared and gone west. The black- 
coated unemployed, the workers who depended 
on the wealthier classes of Berlin before the 
war, all those too old to work and who refuse 
to go Bway remain, and behind the glittering 
facade of Kurfurstendamm one realises that 
there is this insoluble problem. 

There is an eternal question mark over the

* Would you put your money into Berlin?” 
asked the business man who travelled with me 
between Pars and Frankfurt. 

The economy of Berlin depends upon the 
West. It is isolated in the Soviet Zone and 
the Russians could, if they wished, put on an 
cconomic stranglehold tomorrow, 

Solve the headache of Berlin and East 
Germany and the way is open to peace in 
Lurope, 

Can it be dane? It is the mipreme question, 
and so } return again and again to Berlin to 
try to find the key to the riddle. 


EAST BERLIN TODAY 


T have been in Eaat Berlin too, The last 
time I tried to cross into the East Sector was 
in Junc, when the tanks were lincd up and I 
failod to get past the Russian colonel in com- 
mand at the Brandenburg Gate. 

Today to all outward appearances Hast 
Berlin has quietened down again, You can pass 
into the Sector by tram and on foot easily, 
but there are no taxis and = you cannot 
telephone, though you can send telegrams. 

In the East there is a different economy, 


different money, different newspapers and 
everywhere the slogans of a heavy, persistent 
propaganda. 


The shops in the East are not like those of 
the West. There are no big capitalist stores. 
Their place is taken by the HO (the state 
trading organisation), by the Konsums (Co- 
ops), and whilo private trade still goes on, the 
retail trade is dominated by the publicly- 
awned concerns. 

1 found the markets, the HOs, and the small 
kiosks in the street well stocked with food and 
consumer goods and dear poor-quality boots 
and shoes and clothes. The shortages which 
helped to precipitate the disturbances of 
Jine 17, have gone and as the result of the 
New Course, things are much easier than they 
were jn the early summer. 

You see the crowds in the streets doing their 
Christmas sho ping and spending the extra

“A firm and bold lead” 

Explaining why it was that the proposed 
changes did not recommend placing the un- 
official or representative side in a majority 
over Government supporters, Sir Andrew 
Cohen admitted that this “has traditionally 
been a step forward in political advancement 
in colonial territories,” but, he went on, “it 
is at least arguable on the basis of some recent 
experience that such a step would not be in 
the beat interests of a country like Uganda 
... Where it is of the first importance that 
the Government should be in a position to act 
vigorously and to give a firm and bold fJead 
to public opinion.” 


On November 20, this year the Governor 
of Uganda announced the intention of the 
Protectorate Government to establish a single 
Uganda civil service, 

‘this would comprise both local and over 
wean Ollicers, with single rates of pay, though 
with the juducement of pensionable pay for 
ollicers from overseas, 

The purpose of this will no doubt embrace 
the more effective development of the country 
alamg the Jines which the Colonial Office 
intends, 

The Uganda Financial Secretary referring 
to the recently established development com- 
mittee said that what was required was: 

“A framework which can be adapted to 
meet the changes which will surely take 
pluce during the plinning period... the 
development committee will co-ordinate 
future development plans and advise on the 
Capvernment’s spending programme.” 

The Uganda Government intends to borrow 
£5m. from the £20m. cotton price assistance 
fund to asist this development. 

Duscribing the current situation in Uganda, 
The ‘limes correspondent wrote on November 
21, nine days before the removal of the 
Kabinka : 


Rich prospects for whom ? 


"Tn an effort to broaden the basis of the 
Uganda cconomy, an extensive industrial 
programme has been embarked on. This 
programme is now at the critical stage and 
necds help, not hindrance. I includes the 
Owan Falls hydro-electric scheme, due to 
be completed and opened by the Queen, 
next April—the only major development 
scheme in East Africa to be completed up 
to schedule, Hut that scheme could be a 
white elephant if the power there were not

“secondly there is the railway pushing 
out beyond Mityana (in Buganda) to the 
West... This depends for its payload not only 
on the rich agricultural areas which it taps, 


but also on the output of the Kilembe 
copper mine, whose future is assured by the 
financial arrangements announced last week. 
It may also pickup the traffic from the 
eastern provinces of the Belgian Congo. 

* All these schemes open up rich prospects 
for the people of Uganda as a whole, not 
least for the Baganda. In these circum- 
Stances, actions such as that of the Great 
Lukiko (Council) in passing the October 
resolution are a grave embarrassment, even 
though they are not so intended,” 


Request for self-government 


The October resolution was the one which 
led to the deposition of the King by asking 
for guarantecs that: 
|. There should be no federation of Uganda 

with Kenya. 

2. The affairs of Buganda should revert to the 
Foreign Office. 

3.A time limit should be set for the indepen- 
dence of Buganda within the Common- 
wealth, 

Tie two agreements of 1894 and 1900 by 
which Buganda became a British Protectorate 
were negotiated with the British Foreign Office. 
Subsequently the affairs of Buganda were 
transferred to the British Colonial Office and 
the Kingdom became regarded as a province 
of Uganda. 


But not by the people of Buganda, The 
Council of Buyunda says that It does not 
regard Buganda ns a colony and never has 
done. 


In standing against any attempt to reduce 
the measure of autonomy which they now 
have, the King and people of Buganda are 
standing for a fundamental right. If the Wallis 
report on local government (quoted above) is 
any evidence, then they voice the opinion of 
the people of the other Ugandan territories 
100, 


Their own view of progress 


It is of little use for the British Government 
to complain that the Baganda are standing 
in the way of progress. 

Many Africans have their own view of 
Western industrial “ progress” and are not 
prepared to sacrifice such valucs as they 
have in their slimpler but more human way 
of Ife. 

Tf it is development for the welfare of 
Africa that the Colonial Office has in mind 
it would not be to schemes of large-scale 
industrialisation that it would direct its 
attention. The improvement of agriculture and 
the conservation of the soil could well absorb 
all the money the Government has to spend. 

Industrialisation of essentially agricultural 
lands can merely add to the decline in food 
production and the unbalance of the economy.
